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COMPANY MEETINGS 


NATIONAL BANK OF NEW ZEALAND 


SIR AUSTIN E. HARRIS’S REVIEW 


The Sixty-third Ordinary General Meeting of the National 
Bank of New Zealand, Limited, was held, on July 9, at 17 Moor- 
gate, London, E.C. 

Sir Austin E. Harris, K.B.E. (the chairman), said that they 
were able to show an improvement in net profit of £7,000, and 
they proposed to pay a final dividend in sterling at the rate of 
4 per cent. per annum, free of income tax, and the carry-forward 
was £115,400, as against £106,400 in the previous year. The 
Reserve Bank of New Zealand had nearly completed its first 
year, and the change had been effected with the minimum of dis- 
turbance to all concerned. They, in common with the other 
banks, had given their hearty co-operation with a view to facili- 
tating the new development. 

The Minister of Finance had been able at March 31 to show 
a Budget surplus of £1,626,000 as compared with the deficit 
of £709,000 last year. That was a very satisfactory result. That 
New Zealand credit stood very high in London was shown by 
the success of the issue of 3 per cent. stock which would be used 
to repay the 5 per cent. stock maturing in October next. 


GENERAL OUTLOOK 


The past year had again been a very difficult one for bankers, 
and they had been hard put to it to find profitable employment 
for their funds. Signs of returning confidence had become more 
apparent during the year, and trade conditions within the 
Dominion evinced a somewhat more healthy tone, so that they 
were encouraged to hope that they had seen the worst. Condi- 
tions were still far from normal, and they were not yet out of 
the wood. Any further substantial improvement would seem to 
be largely dependent on a corresponding improvement in overseas 
prices for New Zealand’s primary produce. Wool prices showed 
an encouraging upward tendency, but prices for dairy produce, 
although somewhat better, left plenty of scope for further 
appreciation. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted. 





THOMAS DE LA RUE AND COMPANY 


ENCOURAGING RESULTS 
MR. SIDNEY S. LAMERT’S REVIEW 


The thirty-eighth Ordinary General Meeting of Thomas De La 
Rue and Company, Limited, was held on July 10 at River Plate 
House, London, E.C. 

Mr. Sidney S. Lamert, the chairman, said that a year ago 
he had ventured to express the hope that the current year would 
have something much more encouraging for the shareholders. 
He thought they would agree that that prophecy had been 
more or less justified. In the profit and loss account the im- 
portant thing was that they had increased the gross profit 
on trading by £14,250. A year ago they had been in debt to the 
bank to the extent of £23,600. To-day they owed the bank 
nothing and had £20,900 on the right side. The liquid position 
was very sound. 

The real strength of their position was that their orders in 
hand were very large indeed. A few years ago their anxieties 
had been how to get enough work to keep going. Now they 
were confronted with another set of anxieties—how to turn 
out the work which people were ordering from them. The se- 
curity printing section was the sheet anchor of their business, 
and it was going ahead well. Their customers came from all 
over the world and were increasing. When they once served 
a customer he came back again. He did not think it was an 
exaggeration to say that De La Rue’s were absolutely first 
in the country with regard to mouldings, and they had started 
building a new factory at Walthamstow, where they were going 
to turn out another class of work and increase their turnover. 
Playing cards were still rather their Cinderella, but the out- 
look had improved. The general and commercial printing 
‘business had made good progress, while their pens were going 
steadily, and he thought there would be a substantial improve- 
ment. He believed that next year the figures generally would 
be better than they were to-day. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

The average of wholesale prices in June showed, on 
balance, a slight increase as compared with May and an 
increase of 06 per cent. as compared with June, 
1934, the index numbers for the three months being 
98:4, 88:2 and 87:9, respectively. Prices of food were 
about one-half of one per cent. higher than in the 
previous month, while industrial materials and manu- 
factures showed little variation. As compared with a 
year ago, food prices were higher by 2} per cent., and 
industrial materials somewhat lower. 


The re-grouping of industrial materials (excluding 
fuel) into basic materials, intermediate products and 
manufactured articles shows little change in any of the 
three groups. Basic materials were dearer, and inter- 
mediate products cheaper, by about one-half of one per 
cent., while the index for manufactured articles was 
unchanged, There was a small increase (0-4 per cent.) 
in the prices of building materials. Compared with 
June, 1934, basic materials declined by one per cent., 
intermediate products by 0-6 per cent., and manufac- 
tured articles by 0:3 per cent. The index for building 
materials was about 14 per cent. higher. 


Food prices in June showed a declining tendency, 
apart from a rise in the third week of the month. Prices 
of industrial materials as a whole were practically un- 
changed throughout the month.

As compared with May, there were decreases of about 
2} per cent. for cereals and of one half of one per cent. 
for ‘‘ meat, fish and eggs,’’ and an increase of about 
4 per cent. for ‘‘ other food and tobacco.’’ Among in- 
dustrial materials and manufactures, wool and ‘‘ other 
textiles ’’ showed for the third month in succes- 
slon an increase in prices amounting in June to 14

and 1 per cent., respectively, while prices in the cotton 
group declined by 14 per cent. and non-ferrous metals 
and chemicals and oils were both cheaper by about 
1 per cent. The other three groups showed little or no 
change. 


Compared with a year ago, there was an appreciable 
increase in food prices, due largely to rises of over 5 per 
cent. in the price of cereals and of 4} per cent. for other 
food and tobacco. Of the eight groups of industrial 
materials, there were increases in four and declines in 
four, the outstanding variations being a fall of over 6 
per cent. for wool and a rise of nearly 5 per cent. for 
chemicals and oils. 


MovEMENT OF Commopity PrIcEs 


The table on pages 52 and 53 shows the average 
monthly wholesale prices of 120 principal commodities 
included in the index. 


Of the cereals, quotations for which are included in 
the table, oatmeal was nearly 7 per cent. dearer and 
small increases were recorded for English barley and 
wheat (Gazette average). Maize declined by 11} per 
cent., Canadian wheat and Californian barley by about 
6 and 44 per cent., respectively, London flour by 34 per 
cent., and Glasgow flour by 3 per cent. In the meat 
group increases of between 44 and 54 per cent. were 
recorded for Danish, Wiltshire and Irish bacon and for 
New Zealand lamb and Scotch beef. Eggs rose by nearly 
8 per cent. (a seasonal increase), and fish was also 
dearer. Scotch and English mutton and Argentine 
beef (hinds) declined by about 124, 134 and 15 per 
cent., respectively; Argentine beef (fores) and pork 
were 6 and 5 per cent. cheaper, and English and 
Australian beef about 3 per cent. cheaper. Among 
other foods, New Zealand and Danish butter were about 
7} and 6 per cent. dearer, but English butter became 
slightly lower in price. A large seasonal increase was 
shown for potatoes, prices, as in May, being over 60 
per cent. higher than a year ago. Tea was 7 per cent. 
cheaper, and declines of about 2 per cent. were recorded 


‘for sugar and cocoa. 


Of the industrial materials and manufactures in- 
cluded in the table, Fifeshire steam coal was slightly 
cheaper, and the only variation in the iron and steel 
group was an increase of 24 per cent. for tinplate and 
sheet bars. Of the non-ferrous metals, electrolytic 
copper and zine fell by 54 and 44 per cent., respec- 
tively, and small decreases were recorded for brass 
sheets and tin; copper wire and lead were a little 
dearer. Decreases were recorded for all the cotton 
items. Egyptian cotton and yarns (American, 32’s 
twist) were cheaper by 3} and 2 per cent., respectively, 
but the decreases among the other items did not exceed 
14 per cent. On the other hand, all except one of the 
items in the wool group showed increases, the more im- 
portant being in respect of raw wool (nearly 6 per cent.) 
and merino tops (34 per cent.). Among other textiles, 
jute was over 5} per cent. dearer, hemp rose by nearly 
2 per cent., while linen was a little cheaper. In the 
chemicals and oils group, soya and palm kernel oil de- 
clined by 10} and 3 per cent., respectively, while paint 
was about 2 per cent. dearer. Of the miscellaneous 
items, calfskins were 11 per cent. dearer, and other 
kinds of hides and skins advanced by from 4 to 6 per 
cent. Rubber was dearer by 34 per cent., while 
chemical wood-pulp (sulphite, bleached) declined by 
about 3 per cent. 


With regard to commodities, the prices for which are 
included in the compilation of the index but are not 
shown in the accompanying table, important changes 
in the food groups were large seasonal increases for 
potatoes and for English eggs, increases of 11 per 
cent. for apples and 8} per cent. for Australian butter,

and reductions ranging from 74 to 11 per cent. for 
oranges, poultry, British malting barley and Canadian 
barley. Among industrial materials, there was a con- 
siderable decrease for waste newspaper. 


A comparison of the 200 price averages for June with 
those relating to May shows 53 increases and 60 de- 
creases, articles of food accounting for 28 of the former 
and 82 of the latter. Of the 28 increases for food, 14 
were of less than 5 per cent., 10 were of between 5 and

VENEZUELA 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 


That the prosperity of Venezuela does not depend 
mainly on the oilfields has been made very evident, 
*writes H.M. Consul at Caracas. For, although 
petroleum production and the Government revenue 
obtained from the oil companies remained practically 
the same as they had been for some years, and employ- 
ment in the oilfields showed little fluctuation, the 
country was threatened in the middle of 1934 with a 
serious collapse. This was due to the departure of 
the United States from the gold standard, involving 
the devaluation of the dollar to the equivalent of 3 
bolivares in place of 5 bols., and the consequent fall in 
the price received by growers for coffee and cocoa. 
The real foundations of the economic structure of 
Venezuela were on the point of collapse. Every bag 
of coffee sold meant a serious loss and it appeared 
that widespread bankruptcy, unemployment and even 
starvation were imminent. Trade in the interior was 
reduced to barter, as no one had any money even for 
immediate needs. 

Faced by a situation which required immediate 
action, the Government announced a bounty of ten 
million bols, to be distributed among growers in pro- 
portion to their production and to their needs. The 
mere announcement delayed the crisis and extended 
the credit of producers, although, when the distribu- 
tion was made towards the end of the year, it had 
very little real effect on the movement of trade. The 
respite given was, however, used by the Government to 
study some more permanent method of relieving the 
situation. This took the form of a request to the 
banks, in August, 1934, to refuse to sell dollars at 
less than 3-93 bols. to the dollar. The instruction was 
naturally obeyed, with the immediate result that all 
exchange transactions through the banks ceased for 
a time. 


The Government then concluded an arrangement 
with the oil companies by which the latter agreed to 
sell to the banks only so many dollars as were required 
to meet the normal demand for exchange, and to sell all 
their remaining dollars to the Government at the rate 
of 3-04 bols. (the gold point), these to be used for the 
purchase and import of gold to replace the silver 
reserve which would then be put into circulation. 
Considerable amounts of gold have been purchased 
under the scheme, which has worked fairly well in spite 
of a good deal of unofficial exchange dealing. The 
banks lost rather heavily over the deal, but the 
increased price received for coffee, added to the slight 
relief afforded by the subsidy, has undoubtedly, at 
least temporarily, averted disaster. 


TRADE AND THE CusTOMS BARRIER 


There were no serious failures during 1934 but the 
volume of trade showed a further contraction. 
Customs duties, already very high, were further in- 
creased practically under every heading, no doubt 
with a view to maintaining the national revenue which, 
if petroleum royalties are left out of account, depends

almost wholly on those duties. The high level of 
duties is disguised by the fact that they are on gross 
weight and not on value. As a matter of fact, they 
work out at an average of about 100 per cent. ad 
valorem. This should be kept in mind by exporting 
houses when packing goods for Venezuela. Containers 
should be made as light as possible, consistent with 
strength. To take one example, the duty on unspecified 
articles made of artificial silk is 31°31 bols. per kilog. 
If the goods are packed in wooden cases, duty is paid 
on the wood at that rate. 

It is probable that the point beyond which any 
increase of duty tends to restrict imports and diminish, 
rather than increase, revenue has been passed, and 
that the tariff makes imported goods so costly as to 
put them beyond the reach of all but the well-to-do. 
This depressive effect is the greater because of the 
very small number of local industries, confined almost 
entirely to cotton mills which produce a low grade 
of cloth. Practically all manufactured goods must be 
imported over the lofty Customs barrier and, con- 
sequently, the cost of living on any but the most 
primitive standard is very high indeed, being about 
75 per cent. above that of the United States of 
America. Any great expansion of trade is therefore 
out of the question until imported goods come within 
the financial reach of the poorer classes. 


Import TRADE, 1930-34 


The figures of the import trade of Venezuela have 
shown a progressive and rapid decline in recent years, 
both in quantities and value. The totals for the last 
four completed years and for the first six months of 
1934 are as follows :—

The increase in the proportionate quantity imported 
during the first half of 1984 was probably due to the 
import of materials for the construction of the Port 
of Turiamo. These would be of low cost per ton, 
hence the continued fall in value.

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The fall in values in 1932 was, of course, due to the 
departure of the United Kingdom from the gold stan- 
dard with the consequent lowering of prices in local 
currency. A similar steadiness is shown in imports 
from the United States, although there is more fluc- 
tuation from year to year. The general decline cannot, 
however, go much further without entailing an actual 
shortage of commodities in the country. There is, 
however, no prospect of any increase under present 
conditions. ‘The United Kingdom occupied, in ton- 
nage, fifth place in 1931, third place in 1932, second 
place in 1933 and during the first six months of 1934, 
the United States being first in each year, as is natural. 
In the value of goods imported, the United Kingdom 
has occupied second place since 19381. 

In the course of his comments on various commodi- 
ties supplied by the United Kingdom H.M. Consul 
observes that of canned and preserved foodstuffs, 
only about 4 per cent. comes from the United King- 
dom; rapidity of delivery works strongly in favour of 
the United States, but the method of packing is also 
a cause of this preference, while in confectionery 
(including jam and biscuits) there was a large decline 
in the share of the United Kingdom during 1933, as 
compared with 19382; most sweetened biscuits are of 
United Kingdom origin, but the prevailing poverty 
has seriously affected the consumption. 

The total import of cotton goods in 1933 was 2,396 
metric tons, as compared with 2,343 tons in 1932 and 
the share of the United Kingdom was 1,643 and 1,726 
metric tons, respectively. The next importing country 
was the United States with 398 tons and 300 tons, re- 
spectively, but during 1934 there was a large increase in 
Japanese imports, that country having practically cap- 
tured the market for white cottons and a great part of 
that for white shirtings. Imports of rayon goods de- 
clined from 111,753 kilogs. worth 2,528,000 bols. in 
1932 to 58,299 kilogs. worth 1,067,000 bols. in 1933, the 
United Kingdom supplying 4,156 kilogs. worth 79,000 
bols. and 1,247 kilogs. worth 24,000 bols., respectively. 

Nearly one half of the total quantity of lace comes 
from the United Kingdom, while handkerchiefs have 
been almost a monopoly of United Kingdom exporters 
and although Japan has made inroads on this advan- 
tage, it is stated that United Kingdom handkerchiefs 
are well presented and need hardly fear Japanese com- 
petition, except in the most inferior qualities. 

Imports of chemicals and drugs from the United 
Kingdom declined sharply in 1983, while that from 
the United States and Germany increased; this is 
probably due to extensive advertising, especially by 
American manufacturers. 

The drop in the quantity of cement imported during 
1933 indicated the slowing down of the work of road 
construction by the Government, but the United King- 
dom doubled her share from 2,522 tons in 1932 to 
5,098 tons in 1983. There was a heavy fall in imports 
of constructional iron and steel and the share of the 
United Kingdom dropped from 1,927 tons in 1932 to 
841 tons in 1933, valued at 525,000 bols. and 281,000 
bols., respectively, another sign of the stagnation of 
ee and the almost complete cessation of public 
works. 


Marketinc Mernops 


With a falling market, it is not easy to make con- 
crete suggestions for the improvement of United 
Kingdom trade with Venezuela. British goods are 
appreciated for their quality, but the complaint is 
constant that prices are too high. The fall in the 
value of the pound has been of assistance in maintain- 
ing the level of United Kingdom imports, especially 
of cotton goods, which still retain the first place in 
spite of Japanese competition in white cottons and 
shirtings. United Kingdom firms should realise the 
importance of speed in making deliveries. Attention 
to this would, to some extent, make up for the advan- 
tage of the proximity of the United States, especially 
as shipping services from the United Kingdom are 
frequent and regular. 

As regards the visits of commercial travellers, it 
might be desirable for exporting firms to consider the 
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possibility of sending out a representative who could 
remain in the country for lengthy periods, say twelve 
or eighteen months, maintaining him on a salary and 
commission basis. He would thus be able to make 
a really thorough study of the market and get the sale 
of their goods established on a sound basis before 
withdrawing and handing over the permanent repre- 
sentation to a local house. During his stay he could 
make a study of the best methods of advertising, both 
while he is in the country and after his departure. 
Great care should be taken in the selection of a local 
agent, as the personal factor is very important in all 
business in Venezuela. Advertising is very important 
in Venezuela and is, unfortunately, a department in 
which United Kingdom firms lag far behind their com- 
petitors. The principal advertising medium is the 
newspapers but broadcasting has become a popular 
means of propaganda. Advertising catalogues enter 
the country free, but the term is strictly construed, 
pamphlets and other general advertising matter, in- 
cluding calendars, paying duty.

CATTLE (IMPORT REGULATION) ORDER 
1933 
REVISION OF ARRANGEMENTS FOR ISSUE 
OF LICENCES FOR IMPORTATION OF STORE 
CATTLE FROM IRISH FREE STATE 


The issue of store cattle import licences under the 


Cattle (Import Regulation) Order, 1933, will, as from 


Wednesday, July 17, 1935, inclusive, be made by the 
authorised officers of the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, or of the Ministry of Agriculture for Northern 
Treland, as the case may be, at the point of entry of 
the cattle into the United Kingdom. As from the 
above-mentioned date, therefore, it will not be neces- 
sary for exporters to forward licences with store cattle 
for export from the Irish Free State, either through 
a sea port or by rail or road frontier post. 

There is no change in the marking regulations 
regarding store cattle. All such cattle must, as here- 
tofore, be marked before importation with a broad 
arrow six inches long clipped on the right hind-quarter. 
Until further notice import licences will be issued for 
all store cattle in respect of which the importer or his 
authorised agent has completed a form of application 
for licence declaring that each animal is a store beast 
as defined in the Order, and that it is marked as 
required by the Order. 

Fat cattle, bulls (showing permanent incisor teeth) 
and dry cows, must, on exportation from the Irish Free 
State, continue to be accompanied by a licence for 
each beast and to be marked in the usual way. 
Licences in respect of those classes will continue to 
be distributed by the Irish Free State authorities. 

Importers are warned that if an animal in fat con- 
dition is imported as a store beast such animal will be 
liable to forfeiture by the Customs Authorities as 
hitherto.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


BOARD USED IN MANUFACTURE OF SUIT 
AND ATTACHE CASES 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 9) Order, 1935 (S.R. & O., 
1935, No. 631) authorising, under Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932, the continuance in a modified form 
of the drawback in respect of certain board used in the 
manufacture of suit cases and attaché cases which 
came into operation a year ago. 

The definition of the material eligible for drawback 
has been amended, but the drawback rate remains un- 
altered. 

A White Paper (Cmd. 4944) containing the Treasury 
Order and the Advisory Committee’s recommendation 
is published by H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral 
House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2. 


BOOT, SHOE, CORSET AND SIMILAR LACES. 


Additional Import Duties (No. 21) Order, 1935, 
(S.R. & O. 1935, No. 635) which imposes upon boot, 
shoe, corset and similar laces other than leather laces, 
as an alternative to the existing duty of 20 per cent. 
ad valorem, a specific duty of 9d. per gross of single 
laces on laces imported in bulk, and of 1s. per gross 
of single laces on laces banded in pairs, has been made 
by the Treasury under the Import Duties Act, 1932, 
and is published as Cmd. 4947 by H.M. Stationery 
Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
together with the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee to which the Order gives 
effect. 

In their Report the Committee state that in addition 
to the trade in the better quality laces—which for the 
most part is held by the home manufacturers—there 
is an extensive market in this country for laces of the 
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type usually retailed to the public at a penny per 
pair. This trade has hitherto been mainly supplied 
by foreign laces imported in bulk, though recently 4 
good deal of the penny lace market has been captured 
by laces which are imported at very low prices ready 
banded and boxed. 


The Committee’s recommendation is made with the 
object of assisting the British manufacturers in the 
efforts which they are making to secure a share of the 
trade in these popular types of laces. 


APPLICATIONS FOR INCREASED DUTIES 


The Import Duties Advisory Committee give notice 
of applications for increases in the import duties on the 
following products :— 


Locks and latches and parts thereof; keys and key 
blanks for locks; 

Bearded needles; and narrowing points, running-on 
points and welt hooks for use in conjunction 
therewith.

The Committee announce that they have decided not

sulphur.

THREAD FOR SURGICAL APPLIANCES 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Sydney has advised 
the Department of Overseas Trade by telegram that 
the following matters have been preferred to the 
Australian Tariff Board :— 

(a) A request for the imposition of duties under the 
British Preferential Tariff and for increased duties 
under the General Tariff on bobbins, pirns, spools 
and similar articles wholly or partly of wood im- 
ported as parts of machines under Tariff Item 174. 

Item 174 covers a considerable range of machines 
used in the manufacture of goods, which are 
admitted free of duty British Preferential Tariff, 
15 per cent. ad valorem General Tariff. 
request for the removal of oil-filled condensers for 
use in the manufacture of impedance bonds and 
static condensers of the oil immersed type, includ- 
ing the oil, from the by-laws prescribing admission 
under Items 404 and 415 (A) (2) respectively. 

At present these goods are admitted free of duty 
under the British Preferential Tariff, and the 
granting of the request would, it is thought, result 
in their being placed under such duty-bearing Tariff 
Item as the Tariff Board may deem appropriate. 

(c) Whether rubber thread for hosiery, etc., should be 
removed from by-law prescribing admission under 
Item 404 of the Tariff, and if so what duties should 
be imposed. 

(d) A similar reference in regard to square covered rubber 
thread for surgical appliances. 


These last two references are of a routine character, 
designed to enable the Tariff Board to cover the whole 
ground in respect of apparel elastic notices concerning 
which have appeared in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 20, 
and previously.

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OUTPUT AND EMPLOYMENT AT MINES 
AND QUARRIES IN MARCH QUARTER 


The Mines Department has issued a Statement relating to 
the Output and Employment at Metalliferous Mines, 
Quarries, etc., during the quarter ended March 31, 1935, 
in continuation of the series beginning with the year 1922. 


The Statement shows the quantity and the net selling 
value of the output during the quarter of iron ore and iron- 
stone, tin ore (dressed), lead ore (dressed), zine ore 
(dressed), barytes and witherite, fluorspar, arsenical pyrites 
and iron pyrites, arsenical soot and white arsenic, and 
certain other non-ferrous metalliferous minerals, as well as 
the average metal content of the iron, tin, lead and zinc 
ores raised.

LLOYD’S WRECK STATISTICS IN 
DECEMBER QUARTER, 1934 


Returns published by ‘‘ Lloyd’s Register’’ of vessels 
totally lost, condemned, etc., during the quarter ended 
December 31, 1934, show casualties (excluding ships of less 
than 100 tons gross) amounting to 65 of 85,785 tons. This 
total includes steamers and motorships, 55 of 82,288 tons, 
and sailing ships, 10 of 3,497 tons. 


Of the vessels lost during the quarter under review, 38 
of 59,241 tons were wrecked; 5 of 8,766 tons were the victims 
of collisions; 2 of 6,405 were posted as lost; 4 of 5,037 tons 
were abandoned at sea; 12 of 4,373 tons foundered, and 
4 of 1,963 tons were burnt. 


The British flag was carried by 15 of the casualty vessels, 
and their tonnage, 28,565, represented 0°20 per cent. of 
British ownership. British Dominions flags were flown by 


- 11 vessels of 5,596 tons (0°44 per cent.); the United States, 


3 of 1,638 tons (0°10 per cent.); Denmark, 2 of 4,824 tons

UNITED KINGDOM—URUGUAY 
TRADE AGREEMENT 

A Trade Agreement with Uruguay, signed on June 26, 
1935, is mainly concerned with the liquidation of sterling 
assets at present ‘‘ frozen ’’ in Uruguay and the allocation 
of sterling to meet United Kingdom requirements in the 
future. The Agreement also provides for mutual most- 
favoured-nation treatment in respect of goods. 

Under the exchange clauses, the United Kingdom funds 
frozen in Uruguay are to be liquidated in the manner pre- 
scribed by the Uruguayan Law of November 9, 1934, i.e. by 
payment of 30 per cent. of each claim in cash and by the 
issue of 3} per cent. 5-year sterling bonds in respect of the 
balance. 

Forure ExcHanck RequirEMENTS 


As regards future exchange requirements the Uruguayan 
Government undertakes to make available for United King- 
dom requirements each month a quota of exchange equiva- 
lent to at least 76 per cent. of the value of United Kingdom 
imports of Uruguayan products during the last month but 
one, as recorded in the United Kingdom trade statistics. 
It is further provided that for each complete period of 
twelve months the exchange quota must be not less than 
80 per cent. 

Since the United Kingdom statistics are compiled on a 
c.i.f. basis, it is estimated that the effect will be to allocate 
for United Kingdom requirements 100 per cent. of the 
foreign exchange available as the result of Uruguayan ex- 
ports to the United Kingdom. The order of priority in 
which United Kingdom requirements shall be met from the 
exchange quota is dealt with in a Supplementary 
Agreement. 


Goops ExporteD FROM THE UNITED Kinepom 


As regards goods exported from the United Kingdom, the 
Uruguayan Government will issue licences in respect of im- 
ports from the United Kingdom up to the value for which 
exchange is available in accordance with the provisions of 
the Agreement. 

Should there be a deficiency of exchange and, conse- 
quently, a temporary restriction in the issue of import 
licences, the Uruguayan Government undertake to use their 
best endeavours not to restrict the issue of import licences 
for United Kingdom coal and coke and to allocate licences 
fairly as between other classes of goods. In any case, no 
such restrictions will be applied by the Uruguayan Govern- 
ment without prior consultation with the Government of the 
United Kingdom. 

It is important that exporters in the United Kingdom 
should satisfy themselves that import licences are available 
in Uruguay for the goods which they propose to ship. 


FurtHEerR UNDERTAKINGS AND PENDING NEGOTIATIONS 


The Agreement embodies a general guarantee of most- 
favoured-nation treatment and an undertaking by the Gov- 
ernment of Uruguay to maintain free entry for British coal. 
Apart from this, negotiations regarding the Customs treat- 
ment of imports have been deferred.

COMMERCIAL TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Continueg 


Each Government, however, declares its intention to enter 
into further negotiations on this subject as soon as circum. 
stances permit, and undertakes, before taking action jp 
regard to the treatment of goods which have already been 
the subject of discussion, to consider any representations 
that the other Government may wish to make. 

Further, the Uruguayan Government undertakes to ag. 
cord benevolent treatment to British enterprises in Urugu 
in the interests of the economic development of that 
country. The Uruguayan Government also gives certain 
undertakings regarding the treatment of British shipping 
in Uruguayan ports and the maintenance of the British coal 
trade. 

The Agreement will come into force on the date on which 
ratifications are exchanged. It will run for twelve months 
certain from that date and will continue in force thereafter 
subject to three months’ notice of termination by either 
Government.

FRANCE—GERMANY 


CUSTOMS CONTROL OF THE SAAR 


With reference to the notices in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Febru. 
ary 21 and March 7, pages 300 and 398, respectively, regard. 
ing the Protocols between France and Germany, dated 
February 14 and February 21, which contain certain pro- 
visional measures intended to facilitate the transfer of the 
Customs administration in the Saar, it should be noted that 
a further Agreement, dated June 25 and published in the 
French “ Journal Officiel ’’ of June 30, extends the applica- 
tion of these Protocols, with a few modifications, until 
August 31. 


JAPAN— ECUADOR 
COMMERCIAL TREATY DENUNCIATION 


The Board of Trade are in receipt of information that the 
Government of Ecuador denounced on May 15, 1935, the 
Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation between 
Japan and Ecuador signed at Washington, August 26, 1918. 

The Treaty will cease to be in operation upon the ex 
piration of one year from the date mentioned. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—SWEDEN 
TRADE AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Agree 
ment signed on May 25 at Washington by the United States 
of America and Sweden and subsequently ratified. The § 
following are the principal provisions of the Agreement :— 

Provision is made for mutual unconditional most- 
favoured-nation treatment with regard to Customs duties 
and subsidiary charges, to laws or regulations affecting the 
sale or use of imported goods within the country, export 
duties, and import prohibitions and restrictions. If either 
party applies a system of quotas to imports, the other is to 
receive a share equivalent to the proportion of the trade 
which it would normally enjoy. 

United States goods enumerated in a schedule are to be 
exempt on importation into Sweden from Customs duties 
higher than those set forth in the schedule and from all 
other duties imposed on or in connection with imports, 
higher than those imposed on the day of signature of the 
Agreement. The United States grants a similar concession 
with regard to Swedish goods enumerated in a schedule. 

The method of assessing the value of goods for duty on 
importation into the territory of either party from the 
territory of the other is to remain no less favourable than 
that at present employed. 

National and most-favoured-nation treatment with regard 
to internal taxes is stipulated; but only most-favoured- 
nation treatment is to apply to taxes imposed in the United 
States on coconut oil and to the Swedish regulations affect- 
ing alcohol distilled from foreign raw materials, starch 
manufactured from foreign raw materials and tobacco 
imported from abroad. ; 

No form of quantitative regulation is to be applied by 
either party to the goods of the other enumerated in the 
schedules. Exception is made for quantitative restrictions 
imposed in conjunction with Governmental measures operat- 
ing to regulate or control the production and prices of like 
domestic articles. If either party proposes to establish or 
alter restrictions imposed in this way, it is to give the other 
party an opportunity to discuss the proposed action. If 
agreement is not reached in 30 days, the party proposing to

take action shall be free to do so, the other party being free 
to give within 15 days 30 days’ notice of its intention to 
terminate the Agreement. 

Equitable treatment with regard to monopolies and ex- 
change control is stipulated, allotments of exchange avail- 
able to be based on figures for a previous representative 
period. 

In the event of fluctuations in the exchange value of the 
currency of either party, the other party may propose 
negotiations for a modification of the Agreement; if agree- 
ment is not reached within 30 days of the proposal, the 
party proposing negotiations may terminate the Agreement 
on 30 days’ notice. 

Advantages accorded to neighbouring States for the 
facilitation of frontier traffic and measures to prevent the 
exportation or importation of gold and silver or the ex- 
portation of arms are excluded from the operation of the 
Agreement. Subject to the requirement that there shall be 
no discrimination against the other party, the provisions of 
the Agreement are not to extend to prohibitions or restric- 
tions relating to public security, imposed on moral or 
humanitarian grounds, designed to protect human, animal 
or plant life or health, relating to goods made in prisons, or 
relating to the enforcement of police or revenue laws. 

The provisions of the Agreement are not to apply to the 
Philippine Islands, the Virgin Islands, American Samoa, 
the Isle of Guam or the Panama Canal Zone, except that 
goods from these territories, other than the Panama Canal 
Zone, are to enjoy most-favoured-nation treatment on im- 
portation into Sweden. Advantages accorded now or in the 
future by the United States to Cuba, the Panama Canal 
Zone or the Philippine Islands, irrespective of any change 
that may take place in the political status of the Islands, 
are excluded from the operation of the Agreement, as are 
concessions accorded by Sweden to Denmark or Norway. 

Kither party has the right to withdraw concessions granted 
ou any articles or impose quantitative restrictions on such 
articles if there is evidence that a third country would 
obtain the major benefit of the concessions and that in con- 
sequence an unduly large increase in imports would take 
place. But the party availing itself of this right is to 
notify the other with a view to discussion of the proposed 
action; if agreement is not reached within 30 days, the 
party proposing to take action is free to take it. The other 
party is entitled within 15 days of such action to give 30 
days’ notice of its intention to terminate the Agreement. 

The Agreement is to run for three years and is subject to 
tacit renewal for periods of six months, unless at least six 
months before the expiration of the period of three years 
either party has given notice of its intention to terminate 
the Agreement.

IMPORT DUTIES ACT, 19832: DRAWBACK ON 
SUIT CASE FIBRE BOARD AND OTHER 
BOARD 
1. Under the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 12) Order, 
1934, and the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 9) Order, 
1935, made by virtue of their powers under Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932, the Treasury have approved schemes for 
the allowance of drawback subject to the conditions set out 
below on the exportation of suit cases and attaché cases in 
respect of the following material used in the manufacture 
thereof, on which duty has been charged under Part I of 

the Import Duties Act, 1932, viz. :— 

(i) Suit case fibre board, that is to say, compressed 
non-vulcanised fibre board, embossed and varnished on 
one side. 

(ii) Board (other than vulcanised board, leather- 
board, imitation leatherboard and strawboard) made 
from paper or pulp, one side (but not both sides) of 
which has been coloured and varnished, of a weight

equivalent to more than 350 lbs. to the ream of 480 
sheets of double crown measuring 30 inches by 20 
inches. 


2. The drawback is allowed subject to Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932 (sub-section (4) of which provides that 
drawback in the case of the exported goods shall only be 
allowed in respect of such quantity of material as is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners to be duty paid) 
and to the terms of the schemes which provide for the allow- 
ance of drawback in respect of such quantity of the specified 
material as is actually contained in the suit cases or attaché 
cases. 


3. The schemes specify that the drawback shall be cal- 
culated at the rate of £3 3s. Od. per ton weight of the 
material aforesaid. In the case of fractions of a ton the 
amount of drawback is to be calculated proportionately. 


4.—(i) Drawback under the Import Duties (Drawback) 
(No. 12) Order, 1934, is allowed for a period of eighteen 
months as from July 9, 1934, in respect of material of the 
description specified at 1. (i) above imported on or after 
July 9, 1934, but not after July 8, 1935. 

(ii) Drawback under the Import Duties (Drawback) 
(No. 9) Order, 1935, is allowed in respect of material of the 
description specified at 1. (ii) above imported on or after 
July 9, 1935.

RESERVED COMMODITY UNDER THE 
CONTROL OF MANUFACTURES ACT 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the “‘ B.T.J.”’ of May 30 (page 896), the United Kingdom 
Trade Commissioner at Dublin has now forwarded to the 
Board of Trade a copy of the ‘‘ Reserved Commodity (Sew- 
ing Cotton) Order, 1935,’’ made by the Irish Free State 
Executive Council on July 2, under Section 17 of the 
‘* Control of Manufactures Act, 1934,’’ which declares sew- 
ing cotton to be a reserved commodity. 


[Norr.—Section 17 of the ‘‘ Control of Manufactures Act, 
1934,’’ provides, inter alia, as follows: ‘‘ Whenever the 
Executive Council is of the opinion that a particular com- 
modity is either not being manufactured in Saorstat 
Eireann or not being manufactured in Saorstat Eireann 
to a substantial extent, and that it is desirable that such 
cominodity should be manufactured to a substantial extent 
in Saorstat Eireann, and that the reservation to a limited

BELGIUM 


MODIFICATION OF CONSUMPTION TAX 
ON ALCOHOL 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge’’ of June 26 contains a Royal 
Decree, dated June 20 and in force from June 26, which 
abolishes the consumption duty of 3,000 francs per hecto- 
litre on bottled alcoholic liquids. In future all alcoholic 
liquids will be subject to the following duties per hectolitre 
of alcohol, at 50° Gay Lussac at a temperature of 15° 
Centigrade : — 

(a) Alcohol destined for the manufacture of perfumes, 

etc.—100 frs. 


(b) All other alcohols, including spirits, liqueurs and 
other alcoholic liquids—1,500 frs. 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The ‘‘Moniteur Belge’’ of June 26 contains a Royal 
Decree, dated June 20, which abolishes as from June 26 the 
Customs duty on vaseline (Tariff No. 196). 

The Decree also provides for the abolition from the 
same date of the Excise duties on paraffin wax and vaseline. 


BULGARIA 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS AND 
COMPENSATION TRADE 


H.M. Representative at Sofia has forwarded a translation 
of the latest ‘‘ General Import and Export Regulations ” 
issued by the National Bank of Bulgaria and published in 
the ‘‘ Official Gazette’’ on June 4, 1935. All previous 
regulations and amendments issued hitherto under Article 8 
of the Foreign Exchange Law are thereby revoked. 

The following is a summary of some of the principal 
regulations :— 


Article 1.—Contingents for import of goods from abroad 
will be fixed by the National Bank of Bulgaria at the rate 
of up to 50 per cent. of the average imports in 1930, 1931 
and 1932. 

As an exception and according to the country’s require- 
ments, the National Bank of Bulgaria may grant contin- 
gents for importation of some products over and above 
50 per cent. of their average imports in the years specified 
in the preceding paragraph, viz., oil, salt, medical supplies 
and secondary materials for use in industry. 

Contingents will be fixed at the rate of actual imports 
in cases where the latter’s value does not exceed 100,00 
levas, and at the rate of 100,000 levas if the imports’ value 
is 100,000 to 200,000 levas. 


Remark.—In the case of imports on a consignment basis, 
contingents will be fixed on the basis of sales effected in 
1930, 1931 and 1932 (the average for the three years), after 
deduction of duties, profits and expenses. 

Article 2.—Companies having made no imports in 1930, 
1931 and 1932, as well as newly established companies, wi 
be allowed by the National Bank of Bulgaria, on their owt 
estimate, contingents or individual permits for importation 
of goods from abroad.

Article 3.—Contingents will be fixed by quantity and 
value, taking into account any change in the’ price of the 
oods. 
. The National Bank of Bulgaria may allow companies deal- 
ing in numerous and various products to use their con- 
tingents by value only. ; 


Article 4.—Imports will be established on the basis of 
foreign invoices duly stamped by the respective Customs 
House and a Customs declaration or receipt issued in the 
name of the importer. 

In cases where the invoice and import declaration or 
receipt are issued in the name of two different companies, 
imports will be considered as belonging to the company in 
whose name the invoice is issued, provided this company 
will settle the date abroad as per the invoice. 

In the absence of the above-mentioned documents the 
ownership of imports will be established at the discretion 
of the National Bank of Bulgaria, after the necessary in- 
vestigation. 


Article 5.—No regular contingent will be issued for the 

importation of the following products :— 

(1) Cinematographic films of every description (Customs 
Tariff 236d/1). 

(2) Flowers and bulbs (C.T. 80b and 85).

(9) Finished fine furs and parts thereof, furriers’ goods for 
wear of ordinary and fine quality furs (C.T. 315b 
and 316). 

(10) All silk tissues or those into which the composition of 
silk enters, knitted fabrics, haberdashery, laces and 
garments from the same (C.T. 331-337 and 395). 

(11) Garments and other articles made of woollen cloth, 
knitted fabrics, lace and haberdashery (C.T. 396). 

(12) Cloths, knitted-ware, lace, and haberdashery of flax 
and hemp and garments made thereof (C.T. 377a, 378, 
379, 38la, 382, 383a, 384, 385 and 399). 

(13) Furniture, iron and brass, except that used for medical 
purposes (C.T. 425, 426 and 476). 

(14) Musical instruments (C.T. 513-520). 

(15) Jewellery of all kinds (C.T. 567). 

(16) Children’s toys and perambulators (C.T. 533b and 569). 

(17) Automobiles, excluding omnibuses, lorries and ambu- 
lances, and chassis therefor (C.T. 530b).

(19) Photographic apparatus (C.T. 500c/3). 

(20) Gramophones and gramophone records (C.T. 521 and 
522). 

(21) Radio apparatus and parts (C.T. 505a and 508a). 

(22) Dynamos, electric engines and transformers of a value 
in excess of 5,000 levas each (C.T. 503). 

(23) Agricultural machinery (C.T. 510). 

(24) Carding machines, etc. (C.T. 511). 

(25) Machines and apparatus (C.T. 512). 

(26) Machines and parts for private use (Not object of trade). 

(27) Goods imported under contracts for Government, 
municipal, public and autonomous departments, in- 
cluding the Pernik Coal Mines and Water Syndicates, 
regardless of the name in which import documents 
are issued. 

(28) Products which are a Government monopoly. 


Remark.—Purchases from abroad under Article 6 of the 
Foreign Exchange Law for which the National Bank of 
Bulgaria has not expressed an opinion that they should be 
made under a contingent, will be allowed as special imports. 


Article 6.—The products specified below may be ordered 
only with the previous permission of the National Bank 
of Bulgaria :— 

(1) Fish of every description: fresh, salted, dried, smoked, 

pickled or preserved by hermetic closure (C.T. 30-33).

Article 7.—Import permits for goods payable in levas will 
be issued by the National Bank of Bulgaria, provided the 
importer, prior to ordering them, has secured permission 
from the National Bank of Bulgaria for invoicing them in 
levas. 


Article 8.—Raw materials imported by dealers for in- 
dustrial purposes may be sold to industrial enterprises only 
with the permission of the National Bank of Bulgaria. 


The National Bank of Bulgaria will not grant foreign 


exchange for payment of imports from abroad before the 
expiration of three months from the date of the import 


Customs declaration. 


Special provision is made for the importation of goods 
from abroad and payment of debts against exportation 
of specified Bulgarian produce in excess of the quota or of 
goods mentioned in the foregoing lists, full details of which 
may be inspected by persons interested at the Department 
of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, 8.W.1.

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of July 5 contains a Law, 
dated July 4, which prohibits the import into France of 
miners’ fuses (ordinary and strip, and those of gutta- 
percha). 


FRANCE AND ALGERIA 


LAW FOR THE CONTROL OF THE TRADE 
IN MILK, FATTY PRODUCTS AND RESINOUS 
PRODUCTS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 18 
(page 689) regarding the Bills tabled in the French Parlia- 
ment for the control of the trade in various products, it 
should be noted that the Bill for the control of the trade 
in milk and fatty products was passed into Law, with a few 
modifications, on July 2 and published in the French 
“ Journal Officiel ’’ of July 3. 

The proposed prohibition on the import of edible vegetable 
fats, margarine, and oleomargarine, which became effective 
on the promulgation of the Law, is extended to apply also to 
olein, stearine, oleic acid, stearic acid and wax candles. All 
animal fats for industrial use, whether manufactured in 
France or imported, must be denatured to prevent their 
use in food, even in small quantities; the Law does not, 
however, contain a similar provision in respect of vegetable 
fats. 

The Law also provides for the creation of a Committee to 
administer funds for the assistance of the production of

CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded translation of a Circular dated May 28, 1935, 
issued by the Polish Ministry of Finance, revising the regu- 
lations regarding certificates of origin. The provisions of 
the Circular are set out below :— 


I.—IMPORT 


A.—Certification of origin and place whence dispatched of 
goods when applying conventional duties 
Paragraph 1.—-The condition laid down in commercial 
treaties for the application of a conventional duty is that 
the commodity to which the conventional duty is to be 
applied should :— 


(a) originate from a treaty country (country of origin) and 
(b) arrive in principle from the country of origin. 
_Exceptions from the condition specified under (b) are 
given in the present circular. 
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(USTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 
POLAND—Continued 


Paragraph 2._-The meaning of country of origin is fixed 
in Article 19 of the Customs Law* and in paragraph 12 
of the executive regulations to the Customs Law.t 


Paragraph 3.—(1) The origin of a commodity from a 
given treaty country must be proved.by a certificate of 
origin. 

(2) In the following cases certificates of origin are not 
required for the application of conventional duty: 


(a) on patterns and samples of goods imported in small quan- 
tities from treaty countries ; 

(b) on goods sent from a treaty country in small quantities in 
postal packages, having no commercial character, if the 
non-commercial character is evident from the nature of 
the commodity or the status of the consignee ; 

(c) on goods imported in small quantities for the personal use 
of travellers (including tourists travelling with tourist 
permits) and inhabitants of the frontier customs zone, 
if there is no doubt that these goods originate from a 
treaty country. 


Paragraph 4.—(1) The certificate of origin, justifying the 
application of a conventional duty, should in principle be 
issued in the country of origin. Exceptions from this rule 
are laid down in paragraph 8. 


(2) The certificate of origin should contain the following 
data : — 

(a) name and surname and address of the consignor ; 

(b) indication of the nature of the transport; in the case of 
transports by water the name of the steamer should also, 
if possible, be given ; 

(c) certification that the commodity covered by the certificate 
is destined for the Polish customs territory; it is not 
necessary to give the name and place of residence of the 
consignee ; 

(d) certification that the goods specified in the certificate are 
natural products or manufactures of the industry of the 
given country, and—if it is a question of goods sub- 
jected to further process in that country—certification 
that at least 50 per cent. of the total value of the goods 
already subjected to further process is due to the cost 
of labour and raw materials of the country in which the 
goods were subjected to further process. The name of 
the country of origin must be mentioned precisely ; 

(e) marks and numbers, number of pieces and nature of pack- 
ing, nomenclature of the goods, gross and net weight and 
value of the goods; the absence of data in respect of the 
net weight or an indefinite statement of the nomencla- 
ture of the goods instead of the tariff nomenclature does 
not involve the non-recognition of the certificate of 
origin, provided that the Customs Office can, on the 
basis of other data contained in the certificate, confirm 
that it refers to the goods in question ; 

(f) place and date of issue of the certificate of origin, seal of 
the office or institution issuing the certificate and signa- 
ture of the person issuing the certificate. 

(3) The certificate of origin should in principle be issued 

in the language of the country of origin and in the Polish 
language; in the event of the presentation of a certificate 
issued only in the language of the country of origin, or in 
another language, the Customs Office may demand a 
certified translation of such certificate in the Polish lan- 
guage; the nomenclature of the commodity should in any 
case be translated into Polish, and the translation can also 
be made in the country. 
_ (4) Certificates of origin must not bear traces of scratch- 
ing out, erasing, blotting or the like; all corrections should 
be effected by crossing out the original text and inserting 
the new one, and should further be annotated and attested 
by the seal and signature of the office or institution issuing 
the certificate. 





*(1) The country where the goods are produced is the country of 
origin ; 

(2) The country of origin of natural produce is the country 
in which the produce was cultivated, collected, ex- 
tracted or otherwise obtained ; 

(8) The country of origin of manufactured or semi-manufac- 
tured products is the country in which the goods were 


produced ; 

(4) The country of origin of produce and products specified in 
(2) and (3), improved in another country, is the country 
in which the produce and products are the subject of a 
supplementary process or re-making, thus undergoing 
considerable change. The limit of the change deciding 
the country of origin of the goods will be fixed by the 
Minister of Finance in conjunction with the Minister 
of Industry and Commerce. 


_ t Products or manufactures produced in one country and sub- 
jected in another country to further working or improvement are 
regarded as originating in that country in which the further work- 
we or improvement is ‘esha provided that, in the country 
Where the further working or improvement is performed, the 
®xpenditure in material or labour performed is at least 50 per 
cent. of the value of the article in its finished state.

Paragraph 5.—(1) Certificates of origin can be issued :— 

(a) by Customs Offices of the country of origin; 

(b) by other offices in the country of origin—within the treaty 
provisions ; 

(c) by Chambers of Commerce and Industry ; 

(d) by other economic institutions notified to the Polish 
Government and recognised by the Polish Government. 


(2) Certficates of origin issued by Customs Offices (sub- 
paragraph la) are recognised on the principles of reci- 
procity ; 

(3) The powers of the Chambers (sub-paragraph lc) and 
other economic institutions (sub-paragraph 1d) in respect 
of the issue of certificates of origin are certified by Con- 
sular Offices of the Polish Republic which endorse these 
certificates. 


Paragraph 6.—(1) Certificates of origin issued by Customs 
Offices (paragraph 3, sub-paragraph la) are exempt from 
the Polish Consular visa and remain valid for a duration 
of six months, counting from the day of issue. The same 
applies to certificates of origin issued by other offices of 
the country of origin (paragraph 5, sub-paragraph 1b) in 
relation to treaty provisions. 

(2) Certificates of origin issued by Chambers of Industry 
and Commerce or other economic institutions should be 
accompanied by a Polish Consular visa as to the accuracy 
of the data contained in the certificate and confirming that 
the institution by whom the certificate was issued is em- 
powered for this purpose. In the text of the visa should be 
indicated the period of its validity, not exceeding six 
months, counting from the date of issue of the visa, and the 
visa itself should further be accompanied by the seal and 
signature of the Consular Office. In the event of the term 
of validity not being shown in the visa, the certificate of 
origin is valid for a period of six months, counting from 
the date of issue of the visa. 

Paragraph 7.—-(1) The period of validity of the certificate 
of origin (paragraph 6) is regarded as observed if the con- 
signment, covered by that certificate, has been delivered to 
the frontier Customs Office from abroad or from the free 
Customs area (free Customs zone) within the period of 
validity of the certificate. 

(2) In the event of the expiration of the term of validity 
of the certificate of origin, the Customs Directorates (the 
Customs Office at Gdynia) can, at the written request of the 
parties, extend the period of validity, if the party can 
prove that the goods to which the certificate refers were 
sent from the country of origin or from the transit country 
(paragraph 8, sub-paragraph 1) within the period of val- 
idity, but were unable to reach the Polish Customs area 
owing to transport reasons caused by force majeure (storm, 
railway accident, strike and the like). Certificates can be 
extended for a period not exceeding the original period of 
their validity (six months). 

(3) The Customs Directorate at Danzig and the Customs 
Office at Gdynia are also authorised to extend at the written 
request of the parties the period of validity of certificates 
of origin in respect of goods arriving at the free Customs 
area (free Customs zone) and subsequently presented for 
final, conditional or transfer Customs clearance; the exten- 
sion can be made for a period of time equal to the original 
period of validity (six months). 

(4) In cases other than those specified in sub-paragraphs 
2 and 3, the question of the extension of validity of a cer- 
tificate of origin will be decided by the Ministry of Finance. 


(5) Permits for the extension of the period of validity of 
a certificate of origin are subject to the proper stamp duty 
independently of the stamp duty required by the applica- 
tion for an extension itself. 


Paragraph 8.—(1) If goods originating from a non- 
European treaty country arrive at the Polish Customs terri- 
tory not direct from the country of origin, but through the 
intermediary of a third country, the conventional duty may 
also be applied on the basis of a certificate of origin issued in 
that third country. Such certificates of origin may be issued 
by Chambers of Industry, Chambers of Commerce and other 
duly authorised economic institutions and should be pro- 
vided with a visa of a Consular Office of the Polish Republic, 
in conformity with the provisions of paragraph 6, sub- 
paragraph 2. The above-mentioned certificate should con- 
tain the data specified in paragraph 4, sub-paragraphs 2 
and 3. Independently of the certificate of origin referred 
to above, the presentation of the certificate specified in 
paragraph 9 is required. 

(2) If goods originating from a non-European treaty 
country arrive at the Polish Customs territory by sea on a 
direct bill of lading from the country of origin and without 
transhipment en route, the conventional duty may also be

applied on the basis of a certificate of origin issued by the 
local Chamber of Industry and Commerce situated in the 
port of the Polish Customs territory at which the goods 
have arrived; on the territory of the Free City of Danzig 
the institution appointed for this purpose is the Chamber 
of Foreign Trade at Danzig. Such certificates should con- 
tain the data specified in paragraph 4, page 2. 

Paragraph 9.—(1) If goods originating from a treaty 
country were before importation into the Polish Customs 
territory transhipped or warehoused in a third country, 
the conventional duty may be applied on condition of pre- 
sentation by the party of a certificate affirming that such 
goods were transhipped or warehoused either in the free 
Customs area or that they remained under control of the 
Customs Office and in any case did not enter on to the free 
market in the third country. 

(2) The certificate of transhipment or warehousing men- 
tioned in sub-paragraph 1 should state the marks and num- 
bers, number of pieces and nature of packing, nomencla- 
ture of the commodity and the gross weight, and should, 
moreover, state from what country the commodity has 
arrived and that during transhipment or warehousing the 
commodity remained in the free Customs area (free port, 
free Customs zone) or under the control of the Customs 
Office and did not enter on to the free market in a third 
country. Such certificates can be issued in the country of 
transhipment or warehousing by :— 

(a) Customs offices ; 

(b) directorates of free Customs areas (free Customs zones, 

free ports) ; 

(c) railway directorates, if the goods have been transhipped 
or warehoused during the transport carried out by that 
undertaking ; 

(d) Chambers of Industry and Commerce; in the latter case 
the certificate should be provided with the visa of a 
Consular Office of the Republic of Poland affirming after 
examination of the evidence presented by the Chambers, 
the accuracy of the data contained in the certificate. 

(3) If the transhipment does not involve the alteration 
of the bill of lading, the presentation of the certificate re- 
ferred to in sub-paragraph 1 is not required; in this case the 
bill of lading should be duly issued in the country of origin 
and drawn up in respect of a place situated in the Polish 
Customs territory, and should be actually valid for the 
entire route of transport from the country of origin to that 
place. 

(4) Postal consignments originating from treaty countries 
and provided with certificates of origin enjoy conventional 
rebates even when dispatched under Customs contro] to the 
Polish Customs territory from another country, provided 
that the data in respect of the commodity, mentioned in the 
certificate of origin, proves to be in conformity with the 
data disclosed at the time of Customs clearance and the 
original packing has not been disturbed during transit. 
The consignment forms issued in the transit country for 
this kind of consignment should bear seals or official stamps 
confirming the transit character of the consignment and 
the fact that it remained under the control of the Customs 
Office. 


Paragraph 10.—(1) Conventional rebates can also be 
applied when a commodity originating from a treaty 
country, after dispatch from that country, but before reach- 
ing the Polish Customs territory, undergoes a further work- 
ing-up process in another treaty country to a degree not 
involving a change of nationality. In this case two certi- 
ficates are required, one of which, issued in the country of 
origin, certifies the country of origin of the commodity, 
and the second, issued in the country where the working-up 
process took place, certifies the nature and degree of the 
working-up as well as the country in which the working-up 
was effected. 

(2) The certificate of origin (sub-paragraph 1) besides the 
general data provided for in paragraph 4 should: 

(a) contain a statement that the goods consigned are, before de- 
livery to the consignee on the Polish Customs territory, 
to be worked-up in another treaty country ; 

(b) specify the nature of the working-up process, country, and 
name and address of the firm carrying out the working- 
up process. 

(3) The certificate of the working-up country (page 1) 

should : 

(a) indicate where (in what country and by what firm) the 
commodity was produced ; 

(b) specify the original marks and numbers of the packing and 
the weight of the commodity ; 

(c) indicate where (in what country and by what firm) the 
goods were worked-up ; 

(a) specify the nature and degree of working-up (in this case 
the costs of the working-up process must not exceed 50 
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per cent. of the value of the commodity after it, 
working-up) ; 

(e) specify the marks and numbers of the packing and the 
weight of the commodity after its working-up. 


Paragraph 11.—(1) A certificate of origin should ig 
principle be produced when goods are presented for Customs 
clearance; it may also be produced after the presentation 
of the commodity for Customs clearance, but not later than 
before the release of the commodity from Customs contro] 
on to the free market, with the exception of the cases pro. 
vided for in sub-paragraph 2. 

(2) If for justifiable reasons the party cannot produce g 
certificate of origin and the retention of the commodity 
might cause its deterioration or involve the party in too 
great costs connected with the retention, the heads of the 
Customs offices can allow for a later production of the 
certificate of origin under the following conditions :— 

(a) the party should present for this purpose a detailed written 
request before or simultaneously with the presentation 
of the commodity for Customs clearance; requests pre- 
sented later will not be considered ; 

(b) if it should be clear from the transport documents that 
the commodity was consigned in the country of origin 
direct to the Polish Customs territory and that the com- 
modity itself does not indicate another country of origin; 

(c) the party should present a security in cash for the differ. 
ence between the conventional and the normal Customs 
duty which should have been levied, had the certificate 
of origin not been presented ; 

(d) a properly issued certificate of origin should be presented 
within a period of time fixed by the Customs office ; this 
period cannot exceed 30 days, counting from the clear. 
ance date ; 

(e) the refund of the security for the difference can be effected 
when the party presents a properly issued certificate of 
origin in the specified period, and when by a comparison 
of the data contained in the certificate of origin with 
the data contained in the results of the clearance it is 
possible indubitably to determine that this certificate 
refers in fact to the commodity cleared ; 

(f) in the event of non-presentation of the certificate of origin 
in the specified period, the security deposited will be 
automatically credited to the permanent revenue of the 
State Treasury. 


B.—Certification of origin and place whence despatched of 
goods when import permits are applied 


Paragraph 12.—(1) On the importation of goods subject 
for economic reasons to import restrictions the country of 
origin should correspond to the country specified in the 
import permit, and the direction, route and manner of 
transport (for instance without transhipment en route and 
the like) should be in conformity with the conditions stated 
in the permit. 

(2) The meaning of country of origin is fixed in Article 19 
of the Customs Law (Journal of Laws No. 84, item 610 of 
1933) and in Article 12 of the executive regulations to the 
Customs Law (Journal of Laws No. 90 of 1934, item 820). 


Paragraph 13.—(1) Certificates of origin issued for the 
purposes of confirming the origin of a commodity whose 
import is prohibited should be presented whenever required 
by the permit or other regulation. 

(2) The place of issue of the certificates of origin referred 
to in sub-paragraph 1 and institutions and offices authorised 
to issue them are covered by the provisions of orders at any 
time in force of the Minister of Industry and Commerce 
regarding the conditions for granting import permits. If 
the regulations referred to above required the certificates 
to be vised by Consular Offices of the Republic of Poland, 
the visa, in addition to the data specified in paragraph 6, 
sub-paragraph 2, should contain the clause ‘‘ does not con- 
cern Customs reductions.”’ 

(3) The provisions of paragraph 4, sub-paragraphs 24, 
paragraph 6, sub-paragraphs 1 and 2 (in the part a 
to the period of validity of a certificate of origin) an 
paragraph 7 will be applied in the same manner. 

(4) When a commodity whose import is prohibited enjoys 
a conventional rebate and for this reason a certificate of 
origin is presented (paragraph 4), the presentation of 
another certificate of origin is not required. 


Paragraph 14.—(1) If an import licence contains special 
conditions regarding the direction, route or the manner 
transport (for instance valid under a direct bill of lading 
without transhipment in a third country, etc.), then the 
import licence is applicable if these conditions have beet 
strictly adhered to. : 

(2) If in respect of goods arriving in postal consignments 
an import licence is produced, which contains certain cot- 
ditions regarding the manner of transport; e.g. demand for 
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direct bill of lading, which cannot be applied in view of 
the nature of the postal transport, such conditions are to be 
regarded as non-existent. 

(3) If an import licence contains the condition of direct 
import, this means that the transport document must be 
properly issued in the country of origin and drawn up in 
respect of a place situated in the Polish Customs territory ; 
it should be actually valid for the whole route of transport 
from the country of origin to that place. 

(4) If on the other hand the import licence contains the 
condition that the commodity is to be imported without 
transhipment, this means that the commodity should reach 
the Polish Customs territory by the same means of transport 
(eg. ship) into which it was loaded in the country of 
origin, or in the country specified in the licence. 


Paragraph 15.—When the presentation of a certificate of 
origin is not required either by the conditions of the import 
licence or by other regulations, the country of origin can 
be proved : 

(a) in the case of direct import from the country of origin— 
by a Customs declaration of the consignor or a properly 
issued and valid transport document, such as: con- 
signment note, bill of lading, consignment note-bill of 
lading, etc. ; 

(b) in the case of consignment for transport to the Polish 
Customs territory in a third country—by the certificate 
specified in paragraph 9, sub-paragraph 2; instead of this 
certificate the party can present a certificate of origin 
(para. 13). 


0.—Certification of origin and place whence despatched of 
goods when autonomic Customs rebates are applied 


Paragraph 16.—(1) If a permit for the application of 
autonomic Customs rebate or an autonomic exemption from 
Customs duty, issued on the basis of the orders provided 
for in Article 23, sub-paragraph la, of the Customs Law, or 
on the basis of the provisions of the import Customs tariff, 
contains a condition for the presentation of a certificate of 
origin, such a certificate must correspond to the provisions 
either of Section A or Section B of the present circular, if 
the licence does not provide otherwise. 

(2) If the permits referred to in the present paragraph do 
not contain a condition for the presentation of a certificate 
of origin, the commodity should be imported from the 
country indicated in the permit irrespectively of whence 
the commodity originates. 


D.—Certification of origin and place whence despatched of 
goods when the rates of column II of the Import Customs 
Tariff are applied 
Paragraph 17.—When applying the rates of Column II of 
the Import Customs Tariff proof of the country of origin of 
the commodity is not required, unless there is a suspicion 
that the commodity originates from a country which is 
subject entirely or partially to the rates of Column I. In 
the event of suspicion the Customs Office can demand proof 
of origin either by means of a certificate of origin or by 

means of transport documents. 


Jornt Recutations te Sections A, B, C ann D 


Paragraph 18.—(1) Goods accompanied by a certificate of 
origin can be presented for Customs clearance in portions, 
in one or in several Customs Offices, under the same cer- 
tificate of origin, on condition that they reached the 
frontier Customs Office or the free Customs territory (free 
Customs zone) in one consignment. The presentation for 
clearance of goods from the free Customs territory (free 
Customs zone) should be effected within the period of 
validity (original or extended) of the certificate of origin. 

(2) In the case where the goods referred to in sub-para- 
graph 1 are presented for Customs clearance (except trans- 
fer clearance) in portions in one and the same Customs 
office, it is necessary to proceed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of paragraph 16, sub-paragraph 2, of the manipula- 
tion instructions for authorities and Customs offices of 
January 31, 1935 (Official Journal of the Ministry of 
Finance No. 5, item 89); the request for a partial clearance 
should be made in writing. 

(3) In the event, however, of the presentation of the 
goods at a frontier Customs office partially for a final or 
conditional and partially for a transfer Customs clearance, 
the Customs office will, at the written request of the party, 
issue to the latter an adequate number of copies of the 
original certificate of origin, retaining a duplicate of each 
copy. Copies and their duplicates are supplied by the party 
and must be typewritten; on these copies and duplicates 
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the party notes that portion of the goods to which the 
relevant copy refers, namely:—marks, numbers, number 
of pieces and nature of packing, gross and net weight, and 
the number of pieces and the gross and net weight of that 
portion should also be indicated in words. The conformity 
of the copy with the original text of the certificate of origin 
is attested with the signatures and seal of the Customs Office 
by the chief of the Customs Office or his deputy, and by an 
official appointed by the chief. All parts must arrive in one 
consignment in virtue of sub-paragraph 1; the total number 
of pieces of the consignment, to which the individual copies 
refer, cannot, of course, exceed the total consignment im- 
ported covered by the original certificate of origin. Copies 
should be numbered in succession, and the Customs Office re- 
tains a duplicate of the copies together with the original. 
The frontier Customs office proceeds in a similar manner 
when the party presents the whole consignment for transfer 
Customs clearance to several Customs Offices. Customs 
Offices will effect Customs clearances on the basis of the 
copies referred to above. Copies which bear traces of scratch- 
ing out, erasure or blotting out, etc., or which contain correc- 
tions not annotated by the Customs Office which legalised 
the copies, will not be recognised. 


Paragraph 19.—(1) In the event of the arrival at the 
frontier Customs Office or at the free Customs area of a 
transport composed of a smaller number of pieces than the 
number shown in the certificate of origin, the certificate of 
origin can be recognised if the remaining data prove to be 
in conformity with the data contained in the certificates; in 
these cases the certificate of origin can be applied only to 
that portion of the goods which arrived in the consignment 
in question. Additional pieces consigned cannot be cleared 
on the basis of the same certificate; an exception can be 
made for pieces accidentally held up en route, if they are 
mentioned in the transport documents together with the 
pieces previously delivered. 


(2) In the event of the arrival of a greater number of 
pieces than the number shown in the certificate of origin, 
the certificate can be applied by the Customs Office only to 
the number specified in the certificate, if the remaining 
data prove to be in conformity with the data contained in 
the certificate of origin. 


(3) In cases where the number of pieces is in conformity, 
but the weight of the goods differs from the weight indi- 
cated in the certificate of origin, but not to a greater extent 
than 10 per cent., the certificate of origin can be recognised 
if the other data do not create doubt as to the identity of 
the goods; if the difference in weight exceeds 10 per cent., 
the question of the recognition of the certificate of origin 
will be decided by the Customs Directorates and by Customs 
Office at Gdynia. 


Paragraph 20.—(1) In the event of the presentation by 
the party of a certificate of origin with a visa indicating 
that it ‘‘ does not concern Customs reductions ’’ and the 
goods declared originate from a treaty country and enjoy a 
conventional rebate, the Customs Office has the right to 
apply a rebate, provided that the certificate of origin corre- 
sponds to the provisions of section A of the present circular, 
and the party pays the difference up to the amount pre- 
scribed for certificates authorising the enjoyment of a con- 
ventional rebate. 

(2) These supplementary payments will be credited by 
Customs offices situated in the territory of the Republic of 
Poland to the revenue of the turnover in the manner indi- 
cated in the circular of September 3, 1927 (L.D.C. 
3500/1V /27), Official Journal of the Ministry of Finance 
No. 27, item 291), whilst Customs Offices situated in the 
territory of the Free City of Danzig will pay these sums 
through the Polish Government Fund at Danzig to the 
Central State Fund at Warsaw for the account of Section 3, 
paragraph 10, of the revenue budget of the Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs. 


Paragraph 21.—(1) Duplicates of certificates of origin 
can be issued only by Consular Offices of the Republic of 
Poland and only in exceptional cases, when the party proves 
that the original certificate was destroyed by force majeure 


and the goods were actually dispatched. These duplicates 
should be recognised by Customs Offices on general 
principles. 

(2) Duplicates of such certificates of origin which have 
not been endorsed by Consular Offices of the Polish Republic 
can be recognised only with the permission of the relevant 
Customs Directorate (Customs Office at Gdynia) and only 
in exceptional circumstances when the party proves that 
the original certificate of origin was destroyed by force 
majeure. 
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IIl.—EXPORT 


Paragraph 22.—(1) Commercial Treaties concluded with 
certain countries provide that certificates of origin given 
for goods originating from the Polish Customs territory can 
be issued either by Chambers of Industry and Commerce or 
by Customs Offices, or moreover by other duly authorised 
authorities and institutions. In the event of the issue of 
a certificate of origin by a Customs Office, such certificates 
do not require the endorsement by a Consular Office of the 
country of destination. 

(2) Customs Offices of the Ist class and also Customs Sub- 
Offices which are subject to Customs Offices of the Ist class 
are authorised to issue certificates of origin in respect of 
goods produced in the Polish Customs territory, the Ministry 
of Finance can also authorise Customs Offices of the 2nd 
class to issue certificates of origin for certain goods. 

(3) Certificates of origin can be issued either by the 
Customs Offices which undertake the Customs dispatch or 
by the Customs Officers from whose district the goods are 
exported, irrespective of the place in which the Customs 
dispatch is to take place. 

(4) In order to obtain a certificate of origin the exporter, 
or the person declaring the goods for Customs dispatch, 
should furnish to the Customs Office in two copies a certifi- 
cate of origin filled up according to the form and require- 
ments of the country of destination and also an invoice con- 
firming the export transaction, or instead of the invoice a 
certificate authorising exemption from duty or refund of 
duty if the goods enjoy refund of duty. If the goods have 
already been submitted for export abroad, it is sufficient in 
addition to the certificate of origin form duly filled in to 
furnish a consignment note or duplicate of such a note. 

(5) The certificate of origin form must be drawn up on,a 
typewriter or printed; the columns can be filled in on the 
typewriter or in clear handwriting. A certificate of origin 
must show amongst other things the country of destination 
of the goods, the nature, number and value of the goods 
and must also contain a statement that the goods originate 
from the Polish Customs territory. One copy of the certifi- 
cate is signed by the party and must have previously been 
filled in in his own handwriting with a certification to the 
following effect: ‘‘I certify that the above-mentioned data 
in the present certificate of origin are correct.’ 

(6) The Customs Office verifies the data mentioned in the 
certificate in accordance with the documents received from 
the party and, in the event of their conformity, issues the 
certificate to the party. The certificate must bear the 
number of the journal, the date, official seal and signature 
of the head of the Customs Office or his deputy. One copy 
of the certificate, certified by the party, remains in the 
Customs office; such copies are kept in a special file. 

(7) If the origin of the goods creates doubt, the Customs 
Office, without holding up the possible export, is bound 
immediately and by the quickest method possible, to seek 
the opinion of the Chamber of Industry and Commerce or 
local industrial and commercial circles; in case of necessity 
it can demand the presentation of sampes of the goods, 
certified by the factory. 

(8) A certificate of origin is issued to a party at its verbal 
request; this certificate is free from stamp duty in virtue 
of article 160, p. 1, of the stamp duty law in connection 
with Article 142, p. 7, of the same law. 

(9) Customs Offices when issuing certificates of origin 
must take into consideration the wishes of exporters either 
in respect of the form of certificates or in respect of the 
precise details which certificates should contain in con- 
formity with the demands of the country of destination. 


Paragraph 23.—The present circular comes into force on 
July 1, 1935. 


ROUMANIA 
IMPORT LICENCES 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the “ B.T.J.” of May 2, 1935 (page 754), wherein it was 
stated that all permits for imports on a compensation basis 
were valid until June 10, irrespective of the date of issue, 
H.M. Representative at Bucharest has forwarded a trans- 
lation of a further Circular issued to the Customs Houses 
on June 21 which states that exception to the above men- 
tioned rule is to be made in the case of ‘‘ compensation ”’ 
import permits bearing the initial ‘‘ K,’’ the date of validity 
of which will be specially mentioned in each permit, and 
also in the case of permits issued after June 10.

CANADIAN ELECTRICAL CODE 


The Canadian Engineering Standards Association, 
National Research Building, Ottawa, has issued a third 
edition of the Canadian Electrical Code, Part I, ata 
price of 25 cents. This succeeds the second edition, 
published in 1930, which has since been adopted by the 
Provinces of Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick, 
Manitoba and Alberta, so that the Code is now applic 
able throughout the Dominion. 

These regulations cover all electrical installations in 
buildings, and equipment operating at pressures up to 
and including 5,000 volts, and are intended to establish 
certain essential requirements and minimum standards, 
which are enforceable by the various Electrical Inspee- 
tion Departments, with the object of reducing the risk 
of fire and of injury to persons and property.

ECUADOREAN POSTAL REGULATIONS 


The British Minister at Quito reports that a recent 
Decree published in ‘‘ El Dia ’’ of Quito and dated 
May 21, 1935, establishes certain regulations for the 
handling of merchandise received by the Ecuadorean 
postal service through the international parcel post. A 
résumé of the provisions of the Decree is as under :— 


Hitherto no warehouse or demurrage charges have been 
levied by the Ecuadorean postal authorities, with the result 
that great congestion has been caused. 

In future, therefore, all postal packages not cleared 
within 21 days of receipt of notice of arrival are liable te 
return to their senders without prejudice to the right of 
levying thereon the following charges :— 


(a) When request for clearance is made within seven days 
from the date of receipt of notice of arrival, a fee 
of 2 per cent. ad valorem is leviable. 

(b) If the above request is made after seven days and 
within one calendar month from the date of re 
ceipt of notice of arrival, a fee of 3 per cent. ad 
valorem is leviable. 

(c) From the expiration of the month referred to in (0) 
for every fortnight’s delay in requesting or effecting 
clearance a fee of 14 per cent. ad valorem addi 
tional to the 3 per cent. referred to in (b) is 
charged until the goods are cleared or returned # 
sender. 


It is to be observed that notices of arrival may be pub 
lished in the press, and in such case the periods mentioned 
above will commence from the day after publication. This 
provision applies equally to packages already lying in the 
various post offices of the Republic, the requisite publice 
tions having been effected by the insertion of the Decree im 
the daily press of May 21, 1935.
